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Oxford and McGill both came 
out underdogs last night at the 
Oxford Debate, as the Honorablo 
Grantley Adams, Prime Minister 
of. Barbados, was unanimously 
chosen winner. Mr. Adams acted 
as chairman of the debate. 

Speaking for Oxford, who up- 
held the resolution that there 
should be a truce called in the 
war between the sexes, were Roy 
Dickson and -Alec. Grant. Speaking 
first ' Llckson said : "The war 
began from the very moment 
when Ere threw her arms around 
Adam's neck and gave him Adam's 
Apple." Referring to "that "bundle 
of curlers a man calls darling", 
Dickson stated that there are two 
types of women, those who can 
can, and those who can't can't. 
Women, ho said, are delightful, 
and are "never too learned to be 
yearned". R is a case, he averred, 
of neither putting the cart before 
the horse, or the horse before the 
cart, but of both going* together 
side by side.

NFCUS Symposium Features French Future

"Have the French Canadians 
a legitimate reason for complaining 
about their position in Canada 
today t" This question was one of 
many discussed at a NFCUS 
sponsored symposium oit "The Role 
of French Canada in Canada's 
Future," held yesterday at Sir 
George Williams Collego. 

"An orphaned waif, transferred 
from its French mother to an 
English home; even if legally 
adopted and treated with an equal 
amount of affection as the 'natural 
children in the family, will always 
regret its French mother," stated 
panelist L'Abbe A. Maheux, of 
Laval University. He likened the 
plight of the child to that of the 
French living in Canada today, 
saying that • certain amount of 



complaining from the French must 
be tolerated. , by , the English- 
speaking Canadians. 'He said that 
the French are a group that has 
"the taient, aptitude, and certainly 
the willingness to do, much for the 
future of Canada" if j glvèn the 
opportunity to work side by side 
with their English compatriots. 
.Historical vltwpotnt 

Dr. A. R. M. Lower, Ella B. 
Charlton professor of Canadian 
history at Queens' University 
looked at the problem from a 
historical viewpoint, stating that 
"an understanding of the road 
over which we have come Is the 
best hasls -for an understanding 
of the future." 

He stated that not one Canadian 
in 10,000 knowns anything about 
either French Catholicism of , the 



17th century or the mediaeval 
philosophy .underlying the religion, 
bpth of which are essential to the 
understanding of the present 
situation. He continued by saying 
that, Predictions based on any- 
thing other than understanding are 
useless." Although the two cul- 
tures have never merged, there 
has grown . up, In places like 
Montreal especially, a "third group 
of people ; holding a sort of inter- 
mediate position not true of the 
rest of Canada," said Dr. Lower. 
He expressed surprise at the fact 
that peace between the two peoples 
has been kept for 200 years, "not 
in complete unanimity, of course, 
but who can expect that ?" 
R.tamblanc.s batwtan cultures 
"The best I can do is single out 
certain factors in the past, that may 




be expected to operate 
future. I shall consider the 
blances between the two cultures 
rather than the differences," said 
Mr. Mason Wade, head of tho 
school of Canadian Studies' at the 
University of Rochester.' Hp stated 
that both the English and French 
Canadians have passed through a 
relatively common development 
since 1760. Mr. Wade discussed 
the' influence of such Canad 
leaders as Laurier and St. La 
rent In the merging of the two 
cultures and Canada's emergence 
as a world power. He remarked 
that Canada Is not dealing In the 
world today In terms of strength 
and manpower; but that Is has 
rather a "moral Influence, due to 
the fact that Canada is the product 
of three heritages . . ."

We let commercial men-concert managers and crîticscreate our taste 
for us, and lack any kind of courage. 

These arc only some of -the many worthwhile thoughts Gian-Cario 
Menotti expressed last night, and we feel they are justified. Menotti 
rccaliod the timos when the audience was supreme judge-when its 
boos or huzzahs at the end of a concert or performance determined 
the success of failure of the artist or the work. Today; the audience 
docs not lead, it follows. 

I;- is true that the same works of the same composers are heard 
again and again. Bartok, who was starving several years agb, is now 
hallowed in sanctity and it it just as unheard of to criticize Bartok 
today as it was to praise him during his lifetime, 

If the audiences "enjoyed" certain works, simply becaute of their 
currency it would be bad enough. But there ere schools of critics at 
well, and when Schumann it out of vogue, he it out of vogue with 
everyone from Eric MacLean to Jacob Siskind, 

One story of Menotti't was particularly moving : it wet a story 
about the last good audience in the world — the audience of Parma, 
Italy. At the end of Act I of -a rather good opera which starred a 
" rather poor tenor, the audience greeted the latt notes of the tenor't 
aria with cries of "bis ! bis I" The tenor repeated the aria, at the end 
of which the~tame reception encouraged him. After three rendition! 
cf the aria, the tenor taid, "I'm afraid I cannot ting this again tonight".

Younger Grqds Have Bigger Families 

College graduates are contributing substantially to the nations 
"baby boom". 

More of those who left college ten years ago — as compared 
with the 25-year grads — marry. Fewer have childless marriages. More 
have larger families. Big gains in fertility have been shown by 
graduates leaving college in the mid-1940's. - 

Thit became apparent in the llth annual survey of college 
graduate fertility just published by the Population Reference Bureau, 
Washington, D. C. This year 11,066 graduates in 95 colleges, am 
universities cooperated in the Study. 

Here are some findings : » - 

College men graduate! report more children that women 
graduatet, for both the 25-and 10-year graduate groupi. The. 25-year 
male graduate! averaged 2.09 children; females averaged 1.55. The 
10-year grads, with many fertile years still ahead, are close behind 
Malet average 1.9 children ; female s, 1.43 children. 

Graduatet of the Mormon institution, Brig h a m Young University, 
have the most children — thit hat been true in previout surveys — 
whether they are 10-or 25-year graduates, and whether they are men 
or women. The Catholic graduate! are dote behind the Mormont in 
average fertility : they lead in children per family. 

We found the booklet of issued by the population bureau to bo 
extraordinarily enlightening but we are still in the dart as to the 
motives of this truly amazing survey. Although McGill was not among 
the-survoyed Universities we Would be gently interested if anyone has 
the statistics for McGill.

Attitude Towards West . 

•'/Travel to the West is not easy 
although there are signa of,. a 
partial but controlled lowering of 
barriers.. Our Czech 'hostess ad- 
mitted that there had been little 
trjjvej to the West, hut attributed, 
this fact to economic causes." Other 
Czechs gave us very different 
answers arid pointed out that a 
whole family could never leave 
together, and that a person leav- 
ing would ' have to obtain the 
signature of a guarantor who was 
remaining in Czechoslovakia. The 
Rector of Charles University in 
Prague spoke of students being 
sent to the Soviet Union to study 
but admitted that they had not 
been' sent to the West On the 
other hand the Deputy-Minister of 
Education . of the U.S.S.R. spoke 
of exchanges this year with the 
University of Chicago, London 
University, Oxford and the Sor- 
bonne. There was great interest 
shown in our attempting to arrange' 
tours of Canada or exchanges with 
Canadian . Universities. An offer, 
of ' a. scholarship to U.B.C. created 
great interest, although a couple 
of years ago such an offer was 
made and no Russian student was 
sent :Tours such as our .own were 
regarded, by some students at the 
Georgian . State University in Tiflis 
as. an. expression of a 'desire for 
peace. -. . 

Uniforms

While we were being 
shown the little museum contain- 
ing remnants of the town and of 
the belongings of those who were 
massacred, we were told the gory 
details of the Nazi slaughter. Here 
was a- matter on> which we could 
be in complete sympathy with our 
Czech hosts, who have a very 
strong and vivid hatred of Nazism 
and" to whom: ''Chamberlain": Is, a 
dirty- word, ; , Our 'feeling of sympa- 
thy, soon, turned, to one of disgust 
and revulsion, however, when our 
giiide, 'at- our request, translated 
the words on a plaque near the 
exit of the museum. These words, 
after telling of Fascism and the 
tragedy of Lidice, proclaimed that 
fascism was not dead today, but 
was marching in the uniform of 
the American imperialists. Is there 
no limit to the ubiquitousncss of 
Communist propaganda? And yet 
at a meeting of the Supreme So- 
viet which we watched with great 
interest, .Bulganln spoke of a re- 
laxation of tension and indications 
that peace will last a long time. 
Colonialism 
Western Colonialism, of courts, 
Is the sub|ect of much criticism, 
as Is the plight of the Negro In 
the Southern state of the U.S.A. 
: Western colonialism has sown 
many Communist seeds In colo- 
nial countries. Western offers of 
aid have, as we are told, too 
many strings attached. 
The greatest defect of the 
capitalist system of course they 
claim to bo the injustice of the 
exploitation of labour for surplus 
profits and of the profits of pro- 
duction going to but a few. The 
Investment capitalist, who does not 
work for his profits, was especially 
criticized by our Czech guide. A 
sharp - demarcation between ca- 
pitalist and labourer was insisted 
upon. ! The students we spoke to 
knew little about the structure 
of the modern shareholders' cor- 
poration and had heard nothing 
aboiit • our succession duties or 
graduated income taxes I

. There .was a time :.when, r th$ 
great, and. civilised Empires., oj 
the middle East had looked down 
with 'justified : contempt on" ''the? 
barbarous and 'illiterate peoples' bf 
the - North and the West. -Bup 
Europe grew,- matured and -re- 
newed itself, while the Orient 
sunk in the state of decay, failed 
to. understand or perceive/: the 
changes that had taken place, but 
continued to cherish the dangerous 
but comforting illusion of Its own' 
boundless superiority. ' Ih' 'the 1 
course of the 19th. century this 
Illusion was at last shattered, at 
any rate as regards material things, 
and the people of the middle 
East awoke to a disagreeable reality 
in which their countries, their 
resources, their civilizations, and 
even their very souls were me- 
naced by a west that was rich and 
powerful beyond belief and which 
seemed to bring the whole world 
within its grasp. . 

The first and natural reaction 
of the Oriental- to this , situation 
was., one of wonderment, admira- 
tion, and more especially, of imita- 
tion by which he hoped' to win 
the secret of western wealth and 
power. Eager young Muslims 
studied In western universities 
and on their return home brought 
with them new an explosive Ideas 
to their own peoples. AH' the 
same, the general attitude towards 
the west was a positive one, and 
if it lacked affection and under- 
standing, admiration and respect 
was. usually there. In 1905 the 
widespread belief in constitution 
government as the' real source of 
western power ' received over- 
whelming confirmation from the 
Russo-Japanese war when the 
whole of Asia saw with delight 
how a European power was de- 
feated in war by an Asiatic state, 
which had adapted constitutional 
and parliamentary government. 

Yet today this experiment has 
obviously failed. Parliaments 
and constitutions are all collaps- 
ing and most countries are on 
the point of formally abandon- 
ing democracy. There are many 
reasons for this failure: 1. The 
reforms were precipitate, carried 
through at far too rapid a pace, 
2. They were super-Imposed 
from outside and were Irrelevant 
to events actually oecurlng In the 
- middle East. 3. The pressure of 
internal and external avents 
.left no time or opportunity for 
experlmont and adaption. ' 



We must not judge the peoples 
of other countries entirely by what 
we feci to be appropriate. Perhaps 
someday middle Eastern peoples 
will have set up democracies suited 
to their own experience.

After the war the band was 
once again reorganized as a civilian 
unit The band took on- the same 
name it has .today and changed 
their uniforms ,to forage caps, 
capes and sweaters. The band also 
started to travel to the college 
towns, on the football circuit. 
Travel conditions in those days 
were of the poorest class. Because 
of the small budget on which they 
operated, the band traveled ti> day 
coaches,, often staying, up all night 
the day before they had to perform 
at games. The finance these trips 
the band members had to solicit 
on the campus for funds. 

In .1050 a progressive group be- 
gan to Americanize the band. The 
present uniforms were iesigned 
and the budget was enlarged, the 
latter deal leading' to better travel- 
ing conditions.

Principal F. Cyril James pointed 
out that, despite the supposed 
decline in enrollment due to a low 
birth rate in the thirties, regis- 
tration had gone up sharply this 
year. First and second engineering, 
for instance, had increased their 
enrollments by at least one-third. 
Dr. James disclosed that work will 
begin on at least two units in the 
fund programme next spring if the 
funds are forthcoming. These will 
be the engineering project at tho 
corner of University and Milton 
Streets and the new residence for 
teachers-in-training at Macdonald 
College. 

Federal Grants 

Dr. James was asked if tho 
money from possible federal grants 
would reduce the amount McGill 
bas to collect for its buildings. He 
replied that the grants, if available, 
would be used to maintain oper- 
ating expenses. He said they are 
designed to assist universities to 
maintain qualified staffs and work- 
ing conditions. Tho proposed 
grants would in no way reduce 
the need for millions of dollars 
for new construction projects; 

Mr. Powell pointed out that 
increases in prices due to inflation, 
increased material and labor prices 
and recent surveys of require- 
ments, bad made the heed for 
over-subscription imperative. Ho 
! told the canvassers that they would 
have to really get down to work 
and completely cover every subs- 
cription card issued. 

Canvassing Work 
Mr. J. A. Fuller, chairman of 
the fund management committee, 
went Into some detail on Hie 
organization of the convattlng 
work. He suggested that It Was 
, too soon for divisions to turn 
In progress reports.** some large 
corporations have still to com* 
plate decisions on the size of 
their donations. In addition, he 
emphasized the Importance of 
donations from Individuals end 
small corporations. 
Mr. Fuller told the canvassers 
that the standard of giving excels 
that of any previously made to 
McGill. "Already we have a num- 
ber of corporate gifts ranging from 
$50,000 to $250,000," he reported. 
The total of gifts and pledges is 
SOW $2,604,360.
